He 
was bred for public life and followed 
the career of politics and government 
with such success that he held almost 
every great office under the crown 
except the highest of all—the post

HAS THE CHILD ADENOIDS? 

Fyery doctor who deais with chil- 
dren should use the head mirror and 
the nasal speculum as a routine part 
of the examination. If this were the 
rule there would be fewer unsuccess- 
ful or unsatisfactory operations for 
the removal of adenolds and tonsils. 
Tiis was the observation made by 
William A. Krieger, M. D., F. A. C. 
S., an eye, ear, nose and throat spe- 
cialist, in a paper presented at the 
last annual meeting of the New York 
State Medical society. 

Dr. Krieger criticized the practice 
in the ordinary clinic. In the clinie, 
he said, much time is spent in child 
hygiene; careful attention is given te 
weight; minute directions are pro- 
villed as to diet: the tongue depres- 
sor is in constant use; but in few, 
very few, will vou find a routine ex- 
amination of the nose. If a child has 
any difficulty whatsoever in breath- 
ing, It is immediately marked for re- 
moval of the tonsils and adenoids, re- 
gaidless of any infection that may be 
in the nose or paranasal sinuses. 
This is particularly noticeable, this 
specialist declared, in the examina- 
tions given by welfare workers. 
Vhen, as is often the case, there 
some underlying nasal or sinus in- 
the removal of enlarged ton- 
adenoids very likely fails to 
clear up the head trouble. On the 
cther hand, Dr. Krieger has often 
chserved that enlarged tonsils and

Kut Dr. Krieger did not in anv way 
diiscredit the tonsil and adenoid opera- 
which are so often necessary. 

The presence of kernels (enlarged 
Iveinth nodes or “glands’’) in the 
neck, cervical adenitis as physicians 
say, and pharyngitis (soreness in the 
throat) are, in Dr. Krieger’s opinion, 
sign posts pointing to the seat of 
the real trouble, nasal or paranasal 
infection. The saving “‘catarrhal con- 
ditions associated with adenoids,” 
should be “adenoid or lymphatie hy- 
pertrophy associated with nasal in- 
fe-tion,”’ Dr. Krieger suggests. 

This Poughkeepsie specialist said 
a jot of surprising things in his pa- 
per. For instance he helieved it ex- 
tremely important to listen to the 
parents’ description of the child's 
symptoms and actions. Frequently
